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Continuation of 13. Other: The amended claim 69 does overcome the rejection of record based on Miller et al. (6,176,536). However, the 
claim is not allowable over Gilmore et al. (5, 1 86,51 7) in view of Miller et al. (6,1 76,536) 

Gilmore et al. disclose an overhead console assembly having spaced apart rails (20) that are mountable proximate the vehicle roof. An 
accessory module (18) is selectively positionable and removably securable to the rails such that modules extend between the rails. The 
module includes two securing members (14) that are selectively engageable with the rails (20). The module is removable from the rails 
and repositionable along the rails (20) by a vehicle occupant when the assembly is mounted in the vehicle. The securing members (14) 
extend away from the module (18). However, Gilmore et al. do not disclose the module having a storage area and a lower surface having 
an aperture that provides access to the storage area. 

Miller et al. teaches an overhead console with an accessory module (110) that has a storage area that is accessible through an aperture in 
the lower surface of the module. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the accessory module of Gilmore 
et al. with a storage area that is accessible through an aperture in its lower surface, as taught by Miller et al., to provide an overhead 
storage compartment that can be located in a number of positions inside the vehicle. 
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
